But the man answered, “My name is Legion,” 
and he added, “for we are many,” thus expressing f th 
his feeling that he could not gather into a perfect 
whole the different elements of his being. a 

Later, those who had fled at the man’s approach § he 
found him sitting at Jesus’ feet “clothed and inf W 
his right mind.” Perhaps it was part of Jesus’ own § ti 
raiment in which he was clothed, but he was surely § pr 
also clothed in some part of Jesus’ own conscious J ar 
ness of love, for we are told that he begged to re § sh 
main with the Master. 











The great love that Jesus had developed in 
Himself was sufficient to dispel the man’s 
“demons’—his fear, bitterness, and_ self-con- 
demnation. We can be sure that Jesus did not re- 
buke the man, nor did He argue with the 
“demons.” 

Those who were with Jesus that day in- 
terpreted what they saw and heard according 
to their own limited understanding and so re- 
ported it. What they saw was Jesus’ bearing of 
Christ authority, what they heard was the con- 
fident ring of His voice as He spoke to the Christ 
Spirit in this man, and they saw that as He spoke 
the sufferer was healed. He was no longer ‘ pos- 
sessed with demons,” he was “in his right mind,” 
able to live among men and serve the cause of 
Christ. 

Jesus said, ‘‘He that believeth on me, the works 
that I do shall he do also.” 

A woman came into a Unity center recently 
and thankfully reported on the improvement of 
her husband who was a mental casualty of World 
War II. He had been in a sanitarium for some 
time, and it did not seein to her that he was im- 
proving. She earnestly asked God to guide her 
and finally was able to take him home. The task 
she assumed was not easy, but through keeping 
in close touch with Silent Unity she felt supported 
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and sustained through the many months of car- 
ing for him. 

Through her prayers and the prayers of Silent 
Unity she developed love and faith enough to 
create the atmosphere necessary for his rehabili- 
tation. She held to the idea that the Spirit within 
her husband was responding to prayer and faith, 
and she felt that God was with her, reinforcing 
her every good effort. 

That day at the center she said, “He is better 
than anyone ever expected him to be. He even 
goes to business every day now.” 

We are channels for the love-in which the 
Father would infold our dear ones. As we open 
our hearts in prayer to receive the love the Father 
ever seeks to pour out through us, the quality of 
our love changes from the personal, with its 
traces of criticalness, possessiveness, or domina- 
tion, to the divine, which is tolerant, unpossessive, 
forbearing. Divine love sees through moods and 
shortcomings to the latent good and keeps ex- 
pecting that good to be expressed. Divine love 
waits patiently for moments of co-operativeness, 
appreciation, and understanding. Divine love 
treasures these moments, gives prayerful thanks 
for each one, and so increases their frequency. 
Thus divine love casts out fear and bitterness 
and sets the beloved free to be his highest self. 
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Sometimes when we have been separated from 
a dear one for a long time, reunion presents a 
problem of readjustment. Perhaps before the sepa- 
ration we had a mutual understanding that was 
rooted in our common experience, but in his ab- 
sence our loved one’s experiences may have been 
so different from our own that no words seem 
able to bridge the difference or make a common 
ground for us. Life together on the old basis 
seems impossible. 

How good it is to know that we can always 
find a new and even better basis for harmony! 
There is a deeper bond between us and our loved 
one than any that has to do with outer experiences. 
This bond lies in the recognition that we have 
been brought together on the path of life be- 
cause of what we have to give each other. No 
matter how deeply new experiences may seem to 
have scarred the soul of our dear one, the bond 
of “belonging” remains. It is an inner spiritual 
bond that can be preserved in all its preciousness 
by divine love. 

Let us remember that however difficult adjust- 
ment may appear to the returning one, our Own 
attitude can make all the difference. If he has 
undergone trials, if he has grown and developed 
and feels himself almost a stranger to us, if he 
feels that his efforts have not been sufficiently ap- 
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preciated, if he will have to make his way all 
over again, he needs much love and understand- 
ing. Love and understanding can help him. Our 
love can dissolve strangeness, bitterness, or 
despair; our understanding can lift him up, can 
help him gain inner stability. 

As we ask God each day for understanding, we 
are led to say and do the things that are com- 
forting, reassuring, and wise, that help to re-es- 
tablish the old harmony between us. If there was 
not enough harmony before, it will be established 
now through our insight and tender consideration. 

If we have been thinking of his return as a 
difficult problem, if we have felt disappointed in 
him or less loved than before, with God's help 
we can be strengthened to think less in terms of 
our own problem and more in terms of his. As we 
let God guide our thoughts and emotions, as we 
let divine love take over mind and heart, we are 
inspired to find ways to help him find happiness. 

If loneliness, hardship, or injury seem to have 
thrown him off balance, so that his ways appear 
unaccountable, let us know that there is a divine 
self in him which is only waiting to be called forth 
into perfect expression by love. All the good that 
was in him before is in him now, waiting to be 
recognized and increased by faith, praise, and love. 

We are able to express divine love, no matter 
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what the appearances, as we pray, “Dear Father, 
love my beloved through me.”’ We are able to say 
and do the wise thing, the loving thing by con- 
stantly affirming, “Dear Father, You are guiding 
me in all things, and I am gratefully obedient.” 
We are able to hold onto our faith and inspire 
it in others as we rejoice, “Father, I thank You that 
You are healing my dear one through Christ in 
him, in me, and in all who have aught to do 
with him.” 


As we let God guide our thoughts and im- 
pulses, our love increases so that it encompasses 
whatever changes there may seem to be in our 
dear one. As we let God love him through us, 
our love increases until it is sufficient to heal him, 
until there is no gap between us, until we are 
happy in a new way. 

Enough love heals!
